connecting exchange or central office, whenever re-
quested so to do, without regard to the character of 
the messages to be transmitted, provided they are not 
obscure or profane ; and every person or corporation 
neglectirg or refusing to comply with any of the pro-
visions of this act shall forfeit not less than twenty-
five nor more than one hundred dollars for each and 
every day such neglect or refusal shall continue, one-
half to the use of the pencil or corporation prosecut-
ing therefor.

CHAPTER 197. 

AN ACT to amend section 8626 of chapter 155 of the revised 
statutes relating to pleadings in courts of justice. 

The people of the state of Wt'sconein, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 
Sitcriorr 1. Subdivision 4 of section 3626 of chap-

ter 155 of the revised statutes of 1878 is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 4. The answer may 
contain a denial of the complaint, or of any part thereof, 
and also notice, in a plain and direct manner, of any 
facts constituting a defense or counterclaim. The 
counterclaim must consist of one of the causes of action 
mentioned in section 2656. The pendency of an ac-
tion commenced by an ordinary summons, shall not be 
pleaded in abatement of an action commenced by sum-
mons returnable in three days, or by warrant.
